FEW  plants  are  better  known  than  the  Cannas,  and  few  less  appreciated.  Because  of  the  free  growing  habit,  thriving  under 
almost  any  condition,  they  are  generally  grown  without  care  and  in  a manner  that  does  not  in  any  degree  develop  their 
beauty  or  usefulness.  To  have  Cannas  in  perfection,  the  soil  must  be  worked  deep  and  made  very  rich. 

For  large  groups  on  the  lawn,  for 
planting  against  fences  or  unsightly 
places  it  has  no  equal  in  the  list  of 
ornamental  plants.  One  of  its  great 
attractions  is  that  it  will  grow  any- 
where, and  always  beautify  its  surround- 
ings. They  grow  rapidly  and  bloom 
luxuriantly  throughout  a long  season, 
requiring  merely  ordinary  hoeing  and 
weeding. 


CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS  FOR  CANNAS 


As  stated  above,  the  Canna  will  grow  everywhere,  but  de- 
lights particularly  in  open  sunny  locations  and  responds  to 
rich,  well  manured  and  fertilized  soil.  If  the  bed  has  been 
manured  the  fall  previous,  no  further  application  is  necessary 
in  the  spring,  but  a good  dressing  of  sheep  manure  and  ground 
bone  will  do  wonders,  if  well  mixed  with  the  soil  when  spading 
it  over.  The  roots  can  be  successfully  started  in  February  and 
March  in  the  following  manner. 

Take  a flat  or  box  3 inches  high  and  as  large  as  desired 
and  cover  the  bottom  with  moist  sphagnum  moss  to  a depth  of 
one-half  inch,  well  packed  on  the  bottom  and  sides. 

Place  the  roots  upon  this  moss  in  a fashion,  so  that  the  eyes 
face  upward;  allow  about  one-half  inch  space  between  each 
root  and  cover  roots  with  loose,  moist  sphagnum  moss  to  fill 
the  entire  depth  of  the  plate.  Place  them  in  a good,  warm 
location  with  as  much  light  as  possible  and  keep  moist. 

Within  two  weeks  the  sprouts  appear  and  as  fast  as  they 
show  above  the  moss  each  eye  should  be  cut  off  with  part  of 


the  root  attached  and  potted  into  a 4-inch  pot,  filled  with  good 
rich  soil.  From  now  on  care  must  be  taken  not  to  have  the 
plant  suffer  cold,  a want  of  moisture  or  want  of  light.  They 
do  not  require  an  overabundance  of  heat  nor  can  they  stand 
any  frost,  so  a temperature  of  55  to  60  degrees  is  about  right. 

After  May  1st,  or  after  all  danger  of  frost  is  over,  the 
started  plants  should  be  transplanted  to  the  open  ground. 

Although  the  Canna  will  withstand  more  dry  weather  than 
any  other  plant,  it  grows  to  perfection  if  water  is  supplied  dur- 
ing long  droughts.  A sprinkling  of  sheep  manure  during  July 
on  top  of  the  ground,  thoroughly  watered  down,  will  bring  out 
the  very  best  there  is  in  Cannas.  As  soon  as  a flower  has  the 
appearance  of  being  through  blooming  it  should  be  removed, 
for  by  doing  so  you  encourage  the  plant  to  produce  its  next 
flower.  At  no  time  should  a seed  pod  be  allowed  to  form,  as 
the  plant  would  then  have  to  make  an  entire  new  growth  before 
it  could  flower  again.

Whatever  progress  has  been  made  with  the  Dahlia,  whatever 
has  been  achieved  in  improving  this  flower,  whatever  enthusiasm 
created  in  the  interest  of  the  Dahlia,  it  has  invariably  come  from  the 
ranks  of  the  amateurs.  While  we  realize  that  there  are  far  more  varieties 
of  Dahlias  than  we  offer,  our  effort  has  been  confined  to  the  best  sorts, 
which  combine  fine  colorings,  largest  flowers  and  free-blooming  qualities. 
We  furnish  Dahlias  in  strong  roots  or  tubers,  except  where  plants  are  men- 
tioned. The  roots  are  ready  from  January  1st  until  stock  is  exhausted,  after 


While  Dahlias  will  sometimes  succeed  even  under  adverse  conditions,  it  will  amply 
repay  you  with  larger  and  better  flowers,  if  you  follow  the  following  instructions.  There 
is  no  plant  that  more  highly  appreciates  good  treatment.  Do  not  select  rich,  deep,  heavy 
soil,  on  which  to  plant  your  Dahlias.  They  need  light  soil  with  good  drainage.  Heavy  soil 
will  usually  produce  an  abundance  of  foliage  and  few  or  inferior  flowers. 

Spade  or  plow  the  ground  to  a depth  of  about  8 inches.  As  a fertilizer  use  either  well 
rotted  Stable  Manure  or  better  still,  Sheep  Manure,  which  should  be  well  mixed  with  the  soil. 

When  the  soil  is  properly  prepared,  dig  a hole,  6 inches  deep,  in  which  to  plant  the  Dahlias.  The 
bulbs  should  be  laid  down  flat  and  covered  to  depth  of  4 inches.  Every  Dahlia  should  have  from 
2 y2  to  3 feet  space  and  at  least  4 feet  between  the  rows.  From  April  15th  to  July  15th  is  the  best 
time  to  set  out  Dahlias. 

As  soon  as  the  plants  are  a foot  above  the  ground,  they  should  be  tied  to  the  stake.  The  best 
material  for  this  purpose  is  Raffia  or  Raffia  tape. 

Keep  the  ground  well  cultivated  and  free  from  weeds.  A frequent  stirring  of  the  surface  is  very 
beneficial.  An  application  of  Sheep  Manure  and  Bone  Meal  about  every  two  weeks  will  be  of  greatest 
benefit. 

Never  leave  more  than  one  or  two  stalks  in  a hill.  You  will  have  better  plants  and  larger  flowers  if 
you  will  allow  only  one  sprout  to  grow. 

If  plants  are  set  out,  practically  the  same  treatment  applies,  but  the  planting  should  better  be  delayed  until 
the  latter  part  of  May.  Plants  produce,  as  a rule,  less  leaf  growth  and  more  flowers. 

After  the  frost  has  killed  the  foliage,  lift  the  clumps  with  a spade  or  fork  and  allow  them  to  dry  in  the  sun 
for  about  day.  They  should  then  be  stored  in  a cool  cellar,  but  free  from  frost.  Cover  the  clumps  with  peat 
or  soil,  to  keep  the  air  from  them  and  thus  prevent  them  to  shrivel  up  during  winter.

What  a wonderful  stride  this  flower  has  made  during  recent 
years.  Its  popularity  to-day  is  exceeded  by  few  other  flowers  and  it 
has  by  no  means  reached  its  limit.  And  there  are  good  reasons  for 
this  popularity.  Failure  with  this  flower  has  never  been  known.

There  are  many  ways  in  which  the  Gladiolus  can  be  used  with 
effect.  If  grown  strictly  for  cut  flowers,  they  should  be  set  out  in 
rows  and  carefully  grown  and  cut  as  they  come  in  bloom.  Splendid 
effects  can  be  made  with  Gladiolus,  if  planted  solidly  in  beds  and 
edged  by  such  plants  as  Begonias,  Coleus,  Geraniums,  etc.  Whenever 
they  are  used  for  solid  beds,  only  one  named  variety  should  be  adopted 
for  each  bed,  as  in  a mixture  or  with  different  varieties  the  flower 
spikes  do  not  appear  all  at  the  same  time,  thus  spoiling  the  effect. 

All  the  up-to-date  gardens  have  massive  beds  of  certain  early 
flowering  perennials  which  from  midsummer  on  are  unattractive  for 
the  want  of  color.  Here  is  where  the  Gladiolus  seems  to  fit  ideally. 
Taking  up  the  small  space  of  4 inches  in  width  either  above  or  below 
the  ground,  room  can  be  found  for  them  in  the  most  densely  occupied 
flower  beds,  and  as  they  grow  fairly  tall  the  foliage  of  the  real  inhab- 
itant adds  to  the  charm  of  such  an  arrangement.  To  bring  this  more 
vividly  to  the  mind  of  the  reader,  picture  for  instance  a large  group 
of  Paeonies  which,  after  June,  are  flowerless.  Plant  Gladiolus  between 
the  Paeonies,  and  while  the  foliage  of  the  Paeony  is  fairly  tall  the 
Gladiolus  spike  will  stand  far  above  it  and  give  a flower  effect  from 
July  on,  all  through  the  fall. 

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS  OF  GLADIOLUS 

’ Try  to  plant  Gladiolus  as  early  as  the  ground  can  be  worked;  a 
little  frost  after  they  are  planted  will  do  no  harm  as  fully  two  or 
three  weeks  will  elapse  before  any  growth  shows  through  the  ground. 
The  average  Gladiolus  will  require  90  days  from  the  day  they  are 
planted  until  they  are  in  bloom.  This  would  bring  the  first  planting 
to  maturity  about  August  15th.  In  order  to  have  flowers  right  up 
till  frost  weekly  plantings  should  take  place  up  to  July  1st.  In  this 
way  a continuous  supply  of  flowers  is  available  all  season. 

A sunny  location  is  very  essential.  The  soil  should  be  one  that 
has  natural  drainage,  and  should  be  thoroughly  enriched  with  well- 
rotted  manure.  To  get  best  effects,  have  about  6 inches  of  space 
between  them.  They  usually  flower  90  days  after  planting.  In  order 
to  have  a succession  of  flowers  until  frost,  make  a planting  about 
every  10  days,  up  to  July  1st.  It  is  advisable  to  purchase  the  bulbs 
at  one  time,  as  they  are  frequently  not  obtainable  later  in  the  season. 
While  growing,  bulbs  should  be  thoroughly  cultivated,  and  should 
be  given  a top-dressing  of  sheep  manure  and  bone  meal.  As  the 
bulbs  begin  to  flower,  plants  should  be  supported  with  a suitable 
stake,  to  prevent  them  from  breaking  off.

The 
equipment  here,  besides  a valuable 
tract  of  39  acres  of  highly  culti- 
vated land,  consists  of  over  1500  hot- 
beds and  frames,  12  modern  green- 
houses, packing  sheds,  superinten- 
dent’s residence,  office,  etc.  (The  lat- 
ter are  not  shown  on  the  photo  here.) 
At  this  place  we  annually  produce  and 
dispose  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
vegetable  plants,  hardy  perennials  in 
numerous  varieties,  pot  grown  roses, 
cannas,  etc.;  here  also  is  our  seed 
testing  carried  on.  In  summer  many 
interesting  displays  of  flowers  may  be 
seen  and  visitors  are  welcome  every 
day  but  the  Sabbath.
